The enemy line guarding Cologne 


was bent dangerously by combined 
American and British power. 


The lightning French drive sliced 


to the Rhine last night near the 
Swiss border, and men of the First 
French 
Army 
fought 
within 10 


miles of Mulhouse in their sweep 
cutting behind Belfort. Other units 
reached the outskirts of Belfort in 
a direct assault. 


The 
terrific weight 
of Allied 


men, armor nnd firepower began 
to tell all along the front. "Impreg- 
nable" Metz was falling; Patton's 
armor wheeling in Germany three 
miles fro n the Saar river; Ameri- 
cans were beating

ed the Maas In southeast Holland.

The information related during 
the week-end by the war depart- 
mentment came from the Inter- 
national Red Cross. A graduate of 
Blooming Grove high school, he 
was employed at the AA!A offices 
at the courthouse prior to his en- 
listment in the Air Forces before 
Pearl Harbor.

NORWEGIAN PROVINCE 
LAID WASTE BY NAZIS 
FLEEING FROM REDS 


LONDON, Nov. 20.—W)—Crown 


Prince Alav of Norway said today 
the Norwegian province of Finn- 
mark, burned and laid waste by 
Germans in full retreat from the 
Russians, may 
be 
uninhabitable 


for "years to come," 
Thousands of men, women 
and 


children have been sent wandering 
over snowbound roads in zero tem- 
peratures, Olav said, and Invalids 
and young children are dying by 
the wayside. 


Olavv told a press conference 
that the Gei-mans, In 
evacuating 


thu far north of Norway, were 
forcing the Norwegian population 
to accompany their troops in or- 
der-to assure them protection from 
Allied air attacks and bombard- 
ment from the sea. 


All tho towns in Flnnmark, which 


Is larger than Holland, have been 
evacuated, Olav said. Populations 
totaling upward of 61,000 face star- 
vation and death from freezing, 


Hu expressed anxiety for thou- 


sands at Lapps remaining In the 
Interior of Finnmark where they 
bavet their reindeer flocks, saying 
"the Germans have practically de- 
stroyed the reindeer flocks as food 
for their troops. The Lapps may 
have their reindeer flocks, saying 
away. If they haven't, their situ- 
ation for years to come will be ex- 
tremely difficult for they have no 
other livelihood."

LONDON, Nov. 20.—(/P)—Allied 


oficials, who for months have con- 
sidered the possibility of Internal 
armed clashes in liberated coun- 
tries, viewed tho Belgin crisis to- 
day with some alarm. 


If tho Belgian situation should 


get out of hand and result in 
an 


uprising by members of tho resist- 
ance against tho Plerlot govern- 
ment, these officials said it might 
spread to other liberated countries 
which also are going through crit- 
ical periods. 


A British brigadier In Brussels 


recently said: 


"We have got to expect a certain 


amount of dissatisfaction. 


"For 
four long years, through 


our propaganda, we have told the 
peoples of Europe to break all Gor- 
man laws. If they were not satis- 
fied with conditions, we told them 
to kill. We dronj?ed the arms for 
them. 


"For four years we have educat- 


ed Europe's people In patriotic 
lawlessness. 
It is only logical now 


they are 'liberated that If they do 
not like the new laws of the new 
governments they will try to take 
the law in their own hands." 


Reports from Brussels said many 


resistance members

Sixth War Loan 
Drive Opens For

WASHINGTON, Nov. 
20.—</P>— 


Tho sixth 
war loan drive began 


today with the government asking 
Americans to dig Into their pock- 
ets for another $14,000,000,000 to 
keep the p.ttack rolling. 


President 
Roosevelt, pointedly 


reminded the nation that "the war 
is not over—no, not by many 
a 


costly battle," last night cited fig- 
ures showing that 14 billions will 
scarcely pay the cost of global war 
for two months. 


At the present rate, he said In a 


war bond address broadcast from 
tho White House, the «var Is cost- 
ing 
$7,500,000,000 In November— 


or about $250,000,000 a day. 


"That Is why every bond you 


buy is so important," the presi- 
dent emphasized. "While we have 
every reason to be pround of what 
has 
boon 
done—even 
optimistic 


about the ultimate outcome—we 
have no reason to be complacent 
about tho tough, road that lies 
ahead." 


Some Idea of the dividends this 
huge Investment Is paying came 
from 
Navy 
Secretary Forrestal. 


He told a Minneapolis war bond 
rally that, among other things, the 
money tho navy has spent since 
104 helped sink 1,400 enemy ships, 
destroy 10,000 enemy pianes. and 
drive the Japanese from over S,- 
000,000 square miles of the Pacific 


~* 
All pr-3"ious war loaans have 


been substantially oversubscribed 
In this community and Butler Stat- 
ed that every indication points to 
a llko record for tho Sixth War 
Loan. 


"Tho patriotism of our citizen- 


ship cannot bo questioned," Butler 
observed, "and our peolo without 
doubt wi'.l again prove to the world 
that they are backing our armed 
forces to the limit of their ability, 
nnd a little more, by nn early over- 
subscription of tho Navarro county 
quota." 


A Reminder
